Cohen 
implicates 
‘Trump 

in court 


President’s former 
lawyer pleads guilty 
to eight violations

NEW YORK» President Donald 
Trump’s former longtime attor- 
ney and his onetime campaign 
chairman were separately de- 
clared guilty Tuesday of eight 
crimes each, a dramatic collision 
of two investigations that intensi- 
fied the legal and political pres- 
sure on the embattled president. 

In a guilty plea entered in a 
Manhattan federal courthouse, 
former Trump lawyer Michael 
Cohen implicated Trump directly 
in some of his acts, saying that 
he arranged to pay off two women 
to keep their stories of alleged 
affairs with Trump from becom- 
ing public before Election Day — 
in coordination with the then- 
candidate. 

At nearly the same moment, a 
jury in Alexandria, Va., convicted 
former Trump campaign boss 
Paul Manafort on eight of the 18 
tax- and bank-fraud charges 
against him and said it was dead- 
locked on the 10 others. 

Tuesday’s dual courtroom dra- 
mas played out on cable TV in an 
extraordinary split screen.

Jury convicts

ALEXANDRIA, VA.» A jury found 
former Trump campaign chair- 
man Paul Manafort guilty Tues- 
day on tax and bank fraud charges 
— a major victory for special 
counsel Robert Mueller III as he 
continues to investigate the presi- 
dent’s associates. 

The jury convicted Manafort on 
eight of the 18 counts against him 
and said it was deadlocked on the 
other 10. U.S. District Court Judge 
T.S. Ellis declared a mistrial on 
those charges.

The Denver Post 


s state and utili- 

ty officials sort- 

ed through the 

Trump admin- 

istration’s pro- 
posed sweeping changes to 
the Obama-era plan to re- 
duce carbon emissions, en- 
vironmental groups warned 
that the proposal an- 
nounced Tuesday could 
undermine the significant 
strides Colorado has made. 
A mining industry official, 
though, said the changes 
would provide certainty for 
the coal industry and con- 
sumers. 

In a highly anticipated 
move, the Environmental 
Protection Agency rolled 
out its proposed rule to 
reduce _climate-changing 
greenhouse gas emissions, 
which the agency said would 
replace the “burdensome” 
regulations of the 2015 Clean 
Power Plan. The Obama ad- 
ministration’s plan set the 
goal of cutting U.S. carbon 
dioxide emissions to 32 per- 


cent below 2005 levels by 
2030, targeting emissions 
from coal-fired power plants 
and giving states latitude in 
meeting specific targets. 
Colorado voters became 
the first in the nation to ap- 
prove a renewable energy 
standard for utilities in 
2004. Since then, Xcel Ener- 
gy Colorado, the state’s 
largest electric utility, has 
moved to increase the power 
it gets from renewable ener- 
gy sources and has shuttered 
some coal plants or convert- 
ed them to natural gas. In 
Colorado, the utility gets 44 
percent of its power from 
coal, 28 percent from natural 
gas, 23 percent from wind 
and 5 percent from solar and 
other renewable sources. 
Economics as well as con- 
cerns about pollution and 
climate change are driving 
switches from coal to natu- 
ral gas and renewables. 
This year, a report by 
Bloomberg said the falling 
costs of renewable energy 
were continuing to squeeze 
the coal market.
